Reign of Auguſtus. It is Celſus, who has preſerved us the Names of theſe 
two famous Lithotomiſts ; and it is evident from what he ſays of them, 
that he believed their Method of Cutting to be the ſame with his. And 
as they lived at a great Diſtance, both of Time and Place, from one 
another; and the firſt of them ſo near the Age of Hippocrates, it becomes 
from thence further probable, that the Operation for the Sue deſcrib'd 
by Celſus was the molt ancient, and perhaps the only one that had ever 
been praQtis'd before his Time. e ä 


Whatever Solidity may be in theſe Conjectures, for I give them 
only as ſuch, Celſus is undoubtedly the firſt Author now remaining, 
who has taught us any thing like a Method of Cutting ; and 
the ſame, without any. conſiderable Variation, is deſcrib'd = the 
later Greek Writers, particularly Paulus Agineta; by the Arabians, 
Avuicenna and Albucaſis; and, in general, by all Chirurgical Authors 
down to the Beginning of the Sixteenth Century, Rogerius, Rolan- 
dus, Brunus, Theddoricus, ' Gulielmus de Saliceto, Lanfrancus, Mundinus, 
Guido, and others. "Theſe Authors do little more than copy one 
another; and what is worth remarking about them is, that it does not 
appear that any of them ever ſaw this Operation performd, Guido a- 
lone excepted ; but even he does not ſeem ever to have cut himſelf. 


During all this long Interval, no other Method but this being 
known, we are not to imagine that it went by any other Name than 
that of Cutting for the Stone, or Operation of Lithotomy. f 


But when Johannes de Romanis had invented his New Method of 
Cutting, Which happen'd ſome Time near the Year 1500, at leaſt in 
all probability nearer that than 15 20, as is ſaid by Gourmelenus, and the 
generality of Writers ſince his Time; it then became neceflary that 
Names ſhould be appropriated to theſe two Methods, by which they 
might be diſtinguiſhed from one another. e 
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Celſus was formerly thought practicable only upon Children, ſoon gain d

Hie was at the ſame time admitted to the Charité; and in theſe two 
Hoſpitals he Cut Sixty Patients, Forty two in the firſt, and Eighteen 
in the ſecond, during the Space of one Seaſon; that is, at fartheſt be- 
tween the 24th of April and the Beginning of July ; for by the 8th Day 
of that Month, he had left Paris, reached Orleans, (which is 100 Miles 
diſtant from it) and there perform'd an Operation. 


The Crowds to ſee him Cut were inconceivable ; there was not a 
Phy ſician nor Surgeon who did not ſtrive to get in, inſomuch, that 
they were forced to have Guards to keep off the Preſs; and there have 
been Two Hundred Perſons preſent at once at his Operations. 
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Of theſe Sixty Patients Dionis tells us more died than lived, and 


at the Time he wrote that may be true; but by a Computation 
which Monſieur Mery made of the different Fate of them, about Sep- 
tember following, as near as I can gueſs, ſince no Part of his Relation 
appears to have been written after that Time; and it is certain it did 
not exceed a ſull Year, becauſe towards the latter End of it he calls the

The two laſt Obſervations were made on the ſame Body, partly be- 
fore and partly after the Death of the Patient.
